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Grits want MS treatment studied 


Liberal Leader Stephan 
McNeil is renewing his 
call on the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to fund clinical 
trials for a controversial 
multiple sclerosis treat¬ 
ment. 

According to McNeil on 
Thursday, at least 125 No¬ 
va Scotians have gone out¬ 
side the province for 
“liberation treatment” — 
a form of angioplasty de¬ 
veloped by an Italian 
physician which could al¬ 
leviate the symptoms of 


those suffering from MS. 

Because the federal and 
provincial governments 
have not studied the pro¬ 
cedure, however, there is 
only anecdotal evidence 
to liberation treatment’s 
efficacy. 

Health Minister Mau¬ 
reen MacDonald says the 
province is waiting for a 
national strategy on “lib¬ 
eration treatment” — a 
strategy she says will be 
discussed at a meeting of 
health ministers in St. 


John’s next 
week. 

But she said 
the treatment is 
unproven, and 
potentially 
risky. 

“The idea that 
this is a risk-free 
treatment is not 
something the 
scientific com¬ 
munity concurs 
with,” she said. 

“(The treat¬ 
ment opens) up 


veins, not arter¬ 
ies, and veins 
are very vulner¬ 
able in any form 
of treatment.” 

It was worth 
the risk for 
Yvonne Ander¬ 
son. Diagnosed 
with MS two 
years ago, An¬ 
derson has lived 
with the symp¬ 
toms of the dis¬ 
ease since 2000. 
Nine weeks ago, 



she went to New York to 
have liberation treatment. 

“For the first time in 10 
years ... I’m able to gen¬ 
uinely smile, stay awake 
for more than three or 
four hours at a time, and 
look forward to the rest of 
my life,” she said at the 
Liberals caucus office on 
Thursday. 

Her message was sim¬ 
ple. 

“Please help us get our 
lives back.”

an Palmeter with the Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police. 

Palmeter said he be¬ 
lieves it’s connected to the 
six swarming attacks on 
the Halifax Common over 
the long weekend. Police 
believe a seventh attack, 
which happened on Tues¬ 
day night near the skate 
park on the Halifax Com¬ 
mon isn’t related to the 
others. 

“It happened in the 
same area, there were 
some similarities and we 
believe (the latest attack) is 
connected to the other in¬ 
cidents,” Palmeter said.

The day is approaching 
where garbage cans will be 
smarter than us. 

Ten new sorters — 
which use solar power to 
compact trash and auto¬ 
matically sends an email to 
staff when they’re full — 
were recently placed along 
the waterfront in a pilot 
project. 

“We want to change 
waste separation behav¬ 
iours in public spaces — the 
most challenging places of 


all,” said Colin MacLean, 
president and CEO of the 
Waterfront Development 
Corporation, at the launch 
on Thursday afternoon. 

They cost $60,000 but 
MacLean said they’ll pay for 
themselves because they 
cut down on the number of 
times the trash needs to be 
picked up by 80 per cent. 

“We will be studying and 
analyzing the results,” he 
said. 

“So we can learn to do 
this better ... and we hope 
to provide a national and 
international example.” 

The bins are clearly 


Minimal light

marked with diagrams and 
separated into compart¬ 
ments for trash, compost 
and recycling. The design 
makes sure there is less 
cross-contamination and 
makes it more difficult for 
scavengers. 

“It provides a remark¬ 
able benefit for us who op¬ 


erate waterfronts in Bed¬ 
ford, Dartmouth, Lunen¬ 
burg and Halifax because it 
reduces the time and in¬ 
creases the efficiency,” 
MacLean said. 

In three weeks, Joseph 
Hall and his team at Stew- 
ardEdge Inc. will go 
through all the garbage and 
recycling to analyze how 
much is being recycled 
through these new recepta¬ 
cles. 

He said he’s already seen 
positive results in the few 
weeks the receptacles have 
been working on the Hali¬ 
fax waterfront.

No word 
whether 
spill caused 
fish deaths 

Nova Scotia’s fisheries min¬ 
ister says it’s not yet clear 
whether an oil spill near a 
river caused the death of 
500,000 young salmon. 

Sterling Belliveau said 
Thursday he just learned 


that up to $900,000 worth 
of salmon fiy from an aqua¬ 
culture farm were found 
dead in Barneys River. 

But he said officials are 
still analyzing data to deter¬ 
mine whether the spill or 
something else caused the 
deaths. A two-vehicle crash 
involving a tanker truck on 
Aug. 18 released part of a 
38,000-litre load of waste 
oil into the river, east of 
New Glasgow. The two 
drivers were killed.

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NDP eyes more 
protections for 
Georges Bank 


O Bank known for abundance of haddock, halibut, 
scallops O Province to watch what legislators do in U.S. 


The Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ment wants to increase en¬ 
vironmental protections for 
Georges Bank by extending 
a moratorium on offshore 
drilling. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said Thursday he intends to 
introduce legislation this 
fall that would further pro¬ 
tect the rich fishing 
grounds about 100 kilome¬ 
tres off the coast. 

“We’re considering in 
fact looking at a substantial 
increase in the protections 
for Georges Bank,” he said. 

“We have a resource ... 
which has provided a liveli¬ 
hood for centuries and we 
want to make sure that is 
adequately protected.” 

Dexter wouldn’t say

what those protections 
might include, other than 
an indefinite moratorium 
on what is considered one 
of the most productive and 
ecologically sensitive ma¬ 
rine areas off the East 
Coast. 


The Canadian and 
provincial governments 
agreed in May to extend a 
moratorium on oil and gas 
exploration on Georges 
Bank. 

The drilling ban, in place 
since 1988, was set to ex¬ 
pire in 2012, but it was ex¬ 
tended for another three 
years to Dec. 31, 2015, to al¬ 
low for more study. 

Dexter said he didn’t an¬ 
nounce further protections 
at the time because his gov¬ 
ernment wanted to gather 
more information on the 
ecosystem. 

“We want to bring in a 
piece of legislation that will 
bring some certainty to the 
issue,” he said Thursday.

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Preeper 

released 

O Family members devastated by 
decision to free man facing 
second-degree murder charges 


After nearly two months 
in police custody facing 
second-degree murder 
charges, Dustan Joseph 
Preeper left the Truro 
provincial courthouse on 
Thursday a free man. 

Preeper, a 22-year-old 
from Noel, Hants Co., was 
released without 
conditions following a 
brief court appearance, 
during which Crown attor¬ 
ney Alison Brown request¬ 
ed charges previously laid 
on July 9 to be withdrawn 
relating to the death of 26- 
year-old Benjamin Denim 
Hare of Truro. 

Hare died following a 
fight at a multiple-unit 
apartment building at 67 
Lyman St. in the early 
morning hours of July 8. 

She said at this point in 
time there was insufficient 
evidence to proceed with 
the case. 

“It was apparent that 
further investigation 
would be required with re¬ 
spect to this matter,”

Brown said outside the 
courtroom. 

Preeper sat silently in 
the courtroom, unshaven, 
wearing a long sleeved 
blue shirt and baggy grey 
jogging pants, flanked on 
each side by two deputy 
sheriffs. 

A small group of about 
eight family members and 
friends of the victim sat 
silently as the judge

O Muslim-American community centre still far from 
reality © But it’s become an incendiary political topic 



Saturday marks the ninth 
anniversary of the 9-11 ter¬ 
ror attacks on the United 
States. But this year the fo¬ 
cus lies two blocks north 
of Ground Zero outside the 
planned Muslim-American 
community centre where a 
big protest is scheduled. 
Rally leader Pamela Geller 
expects “many thousands.” 

The blogs overflow with 
anger, the attacks from 
politicians like Sarah Palin 
and Newt Gingrich be¬ 
come increasingly bitter, 
and U.S. President Barack 
Obama’s endorsement 
seems ever more half¬ 
hearted. The target? Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg’s sup¬ 
port for the so-called 
Parlc51 — the master 
building for the controver¬ 
sial Ground Zero mosque. 

And the rally planned 
for Saturday’s anniversary 
of 9-11 is threatening to 
explode in violence. 

Conservative blogger 


and anti-Islam activist 
Geller, one of the centre’s 
loudest opponents and co¬ 
founder of Stop Islamiza- 
tion of America, told 
Metro she expects many 
thousands to participate 
Saturday. The rally will be¬ 
gin at Parlc51 after the con¬ 
clusion of the official 
memorial service. 


Gina Shadid, a 27-year- 
old graduate student at Co¬ 
lumbia University and a 
supporter of Parlc51, says 
there will be counter 
protests. “I think it’s really 
disrespectful. We didn’t 
want to plan something, 
but we need to counteract 
all that negative energy.”

As part of Ottawa’s eco¬ 
nomic action plan, the 
government introduced a 
$47 billion two-year spend¬ 
ing program. It included 
spending on infrastructure 
and enhanced El benefits. 
Its aim was to prop up the 
national economy, but the 
infrastructure taps will be 
turned off March 31, 2011.

I recycle and I 

compost. I don’t own 
a car. I work from 
home, which reduces 
my “carbon 

footprint.” And like many 
of you, I hope clean ener¬ 
gies will soon power our 
economies. 

But let’s not kid 
ourselves. 

Nine-tenths of all the 
energy we use is still pro¬ 
duced from 
carbon-based 
sources like 
coal, oil and 
natural gas. 

Electricity 
can be 


a solution to start helping 
the environment right 
away: The four-day work 
week. One fewer day per 
week of traffic, lights, 
computers and elevators 
soaking up energy. 

But the economy sucks, 
you say. People are losing 
their jobs. And most Cana¬ 
dian companies are small 
businesses — with fewer 
than 10 employees, it’s 
hard to do without one’s 
sole receptionist on 
Fridays. 

I hear you. So I thought 
of one group that could 
start the movement: Politi¬ 
cians. They 


produced 
from wind, 
but electrici¬ 
ty plays only 
a small role 
in our trans¬ 
portation sys¬ 
tem. 

Denmark is 
thought of as 
a countiy that runs on 
wind turbines. Even in 
that country, though, hy¬ 
drocarbons account for 
nearly 48 times as much 
energy as wind, according 
to the Energy Information 
Administration. 

Solar power is still far 
too expensive. It cost up to 
$0.20 to produce one kilo¬ 
watt-hour of electricity 
last year, whereas generat¬ 
ing electricity with natural 
gas cost between $0.02 
and $0.10. 

Electric cars? Gasoline 
has from 50 to 80 times 
the energy density — ener¬ 
gy per unit of volume — of 
the best available lithium- 
ion batteiy. Gasoline 
engines will continue to 
dominate the market for 
decades. 

The day renewable en¬ 
ergies will replace oil is 
still far away. 

But don’t despair. I have 


love to spend 
our money 
on laws, pro¬ 
grams and 
subsidies that 
cater to inter¬ 
est groups. If 
politicians 
only work 
four days, 
lobbyists will 
also have to 
reduce their 


“So I thought of 
one group that 
could start the 
movement:

Taxpayers, too. My own 
provincial government re¬ 
cently spent $732 million 
on subsidies — mostly to 
multinational 
corporations — in just one 
week. Actually, it was a 
four-day week because of a 
holiday. Imagine if they 
had had five! 

Colour me cynical, but I 
believe that the less politi¬ 
cians work, the less dam¬ 
age they cause. 

We can act now for 
planet Earth. Let’s adopt 
the four-day work week 
for politicians. 

The environment — 
and your wallet — will feel 
better.

Incentives can’t last: Ford CEO 


Low fuel prices and big 
customer incentives have 
made trucks a surprising 
winner with consumers 
who might otherwise have 
opted for a car and that’s 
expected to cariy over into 
2011, says the chief execu¬ 
tive of Ford Canada. 

But the trend is not sus¬ 
tainable over the longer 
term, David Mondragon 
said Thursday at a business 


luncheon at a Toronto ho¬ 
tel. 

“We know that artifi¬ 
cially inflating demand 
with high consumer incen¬ 
tives is not the way to go. 
We know that we cannot 
afford to take a short-term 
view,” Mondragon said. 

“In the not too distant 
future, we predict oil 
prices to exceed $100 US 
per barrel once again, 


shifting consumer behav¬ 
iour to more fuel efficient 
vehicles.” 

The Canadian vehicle 
market has been very com¬ 
petitive of late with Ford 
and General Motors vying 
to regain the top sales spot 
and Toyota hoping to win 
back customers after a 
spate of recalls. 

To compete, the au¬ 
tomakers are offering big¬ 


ger and bigger incentives. 
For one, Ford is extending 
its employee pricing incen¬ 
tives until the end of Sep¬ 
tember.

John Travolta was onto 
something. Women are 
most attracted to male 
dancers who have big, 
flamboyant moves similar 
to the actor’s trademark 
style, British scientists re¬ 
port in a new study. 

Kris McCarty and 
colleagues at 
Northumbria University 
and the University of Got¬ 
tingen in Germany asked 
19 men aged 18 to 35 who 
were not professional 
dancers to dance in a labo¬ 
ratory for one minute to a 
basic drum rhythm. They 
filmed the men’s 
movements with a dozen 
cameras, and then turned 
those movements into 
computer-generated 


avatars so the study could 
focus on moves, not 
appearances. 

Scientists then showed 
the dancing avatars to 37 
women, who rated their 
skills on a scale of 1 to 7. 
According to the women, 
the best dancers were 
those who had a wide 
range of dance moves and 
focused on the head, neck 
and torso. 


Rufus Johnstone, a 
reader in the evolution of 
animal behaviour at Cam¬ 
bridge University, said 
there are similarities 
between animal mating 
rituals and what happens 
in modern dance clubs. 

“There are lots of cues 
females use when choos¬ 
ing a mate, like a peacock 
puffing out its tail,” he

We invited readers to sub¬ 
mit their questions for Hal¬ 
ifax Mooseheads head 
coach and general manag¬ 
er Cam Russell. Following 
is the Q&A. 

Q What’s the most 
important thing 
you’ve learned since 
a) becoming head coach 
and b) becoming general 
manager? 

— Matt Jussup, Halifax 

A lt’s such a time 
consuming job. It’s 
seven days a week. 
You’re coaching one 
minute, you’re managing, 
doing administrative work 
the next. The attention to 
detail. There’s little room 
for mistake in detail. 

Q As a former rough- 
and-tumble blueliner, 
do you think the in¬ 
timidation side of the 
game is dead? When you 
took over, I expected more 
of that attitude to be pro¬ 
jected upon the team. Why 
hasn’t that been the case? 

— Jordan Dearing, Dart¬ 
mouth 


A lt’s tough to give 
intensity and passion 
to a hockey player. 
Those are qualities 
they learn at a young age. 
It’s just who they are. You 
can’t take a Ben MacAskill 
and turn him into a tough, 
intimidating blueliner. 
You’ve got to draft those 
players and find them. 
They’re as important to 
your team as a 40-goal 
scorer. If you want Jody 
Shelleys, you have to go 
out and find them. That’s 
why we liked Sawyer Han- 
nay. We drafted him hop¬ 
ing he would come in and 
play that role. 

Q What role do you 
see Darcy Ashley 
playing on the Moose- 
heads this year? 

— Patrick Healey, En¬ 
field 

A Darcy is going to 
be one of our top of¬ 
fensive players. He’s 
going to help us 
score on the power play, 
which is what we need, 
and we expect him to be 


on our hockey team for 
three or four years. 

Q How can a player 
be eligible for the im¬ 
port draft yet still be 
under contract in 
their home country? 
What’s your solution to 
the problem? 

— Mark Reesor, Halifax 

A That’s a good ques¬ 
tion. Obviously, even 
though a player is un¬ 
der contract, there are 
ways to get him out of that 
contract. I don’t know what 
the solution would be, but 
going into the European 
draft you have to know ex¬ 
actly what you’re dealing 
with before you draft a play¬ 
er. We knew exactly what 
we were dealing with (with 
Czech Martin Frk) and we 
knew it would take a lot of 
work. 

Q Are you worried 
that your toughness 
looks heavily weight¬ 
ed towards the back 
end (after cutting forwards 
Luke Warner and Ryan 
Davis)? 


—Justin David, Waverley 

A We had to take the 
best 24 players. 
Toughness is very im¬ 
portant to us but you can’t 
have one-dimensional play¬ 
ers. You have to have play¬ 
ers who can play a physical 
role, but they have to get 
the job done as well. Warn¬ 
er and Davis are only 17- 
year-olds and realistically 
they need another year of 
playing before they can fill 
that role. 

Q Also, what are your 
biggest concerns with 
this young team? 

—Justin David, Waverley 

A I wouldn’t say 

there are any big con¬ 
cerns but I think peo¬ 
ple have to be realistic. We 
have nine 17-year-olds, 
three 16-year-olds and 

there’s going to be a bit of a 
learning curve ... But I’m 
just excited about it. Last 
year we had a lot of fears 
and concerns and this year 
we’re just excited for the 
outcome.

We're heading into awards 
season again soon. How is liv¬ 
ing in that world so early in 
your career? 

It sort of feels like that’s 


somehow always the ulti¬ 
mate goal, and for me 
that’s not the ultimate 
goal. It’s sort of like the on¬ 
ly merit you can have as a 
film is if you win an 
award, and I think the 
merit you have with the 
film is if you take a book 
that people love and you 
make a film that’s faithful 
to that book and doesn’t 
hurt the book and tell a 
story that moves people in 
whatever way.

There are music documen¬ 
taries that are all about the 
music — concert films that 
focus solely on the artistry 
and thrill of live perform¬ 
ance — and then there are 
juicy ones that are all about 
backstage ego and volatili¬ 
ty- 

I’m Still Here, which fol¬ 
lows Joaquin Phoenix’s tu¬ 
multuous transformation 
from Oscar-nominated ac¬ 
tor to shaggy, doughy rap¬ 
per, would seem to fall into 
the latter category — if it 
truly is a documentary, that 
is, and not an elaborate put- 
on. Here are some other ex¬ 
amples of serious rock-star 
behaviour: 

Bob Dylan: 

Don’t Look Back 

A classic from legendary 
documentarian D.A. Pen- 
nebalcer, this behind-the- 
scenes look at the 
23-year-old Dylan set the 
standard for this kind of 


film. It’s got all that fa¬ 
mous imagery: the black- 
and-white verite 

photography, Dylan stand¬ 
ing there tossing away cue 
cards with the lyrics to 
Subterranean Homesick 
Blues. 

I Am Trying to 
Break Your Heart 

Visually similar to Don’t 
Look Back with its grainy, 
black-and-white cinematog¬ 
raphy, this documentary 
began life as an up-close de¬ 
piction of the Chicago band 
Wilco as it stood on the 
brink of stardom. It ended 
up being an indictment of 
the corporations that run 
the recording industry. Led 


by singer-songwriter Jeff 
Tweedy, the band records 
its fourth album, Yankee 
Hotel Foxtrot, only to reach 
an impasse with the label 
over its content. 

Metallica: 

Some Kind of Monster 

A riveting look at a turbu¬ 
lent time in the monstrous¬ 
ly popular metal band’s 
history. You don’t have to 
be a Metallica fan to enjoy 
this movie (though there 
are plenty of recording ses¬ 
sions to watch if you are). 
Through the group’s brutal¬ 
ly honest therapy sessions, 
filmmakers Joe Berlinger 
and Bruce Sinofsky tell a 
story of loyalty, communi¬ 


cation, redemption and the 
challenges that come with 
continuing a career in your 
40s. 

Gimme Shelter 

Another classic from anoth¬ 
er legendary documentari¬ 
an, Albert Maysles. Here, 
the volatility doesn’t just 
exist backstage, it perme¬ 
ates every scene, swelling as 
the film leads up to its ex¬ 
plosive climax: the Rolling 
Stones’ concert at Altamont, 
where a clash between 
Hell’s Angels and fans re¬ 
sults in death. Maysles fol¬ 
lows the band’s 1969 tour, 
and the feeling of dread is 
inescapable; the fact that 
we know what’s coming at 
the end in no way depletes 
it of its suspense. 

Madonna: Truth or Dare 

A striking mix of black and 
white with bursts of colour 
during the concert scenes, 
which seems fitting for 
Madonna, given the dra¬ 
matically fluctuating im¬ 
ages of herself she presents 
to the world. Director Alek 
Keshishian follows Madon¬ 
na on her grueling 1990 
Blond Ambition tour and 
provides many of the mo¬ 
ments we’ve come to asso¬ 
ciate with the pop star.

Night raises the Devil 


O Shyamalan gives up director’s

Filmmaker M. Night Shya¬ 
malan has made a career 
out of assaulting audiences’ 
nerves with his tense and

► Dreading the possibility of 
an unnecessary ''reimagin¬ 
ing" for Shyamalan's 1999 
hit The Sixth Sense? Fear 
not, this is one classic title 
that will remain tamper¬ 
proof. Shyamalan assures 
Metro that he accepted a 
reduced paycheque at the 
time of filming in order to 
retain all rights to his Sixth 
Sense screenplay and that 
he's none too keen on ever 
seeing it remade. 


twisting thrillers, and now 
for the new film Devil he’s 
called in reinforcements. 
Shyamalan serves as Devil’s 
producer and story creator 
while bringing the Dowdle 
brothers (Quarantine) on 
board to handle directing 
duties. Opening next Fri¬ 
day, the film tells the tale of 
five strangers trapped in an 
elevator and struggling to 
uncover which of them 
hides a diabolical secret be¬ 
fore time runs out. 

Originally intending to 
direct Devil himself, Shya¬ 
malan was impressed with 
the Dowdies’ interpreta¬ 
tion: “They just made a real¬ 
ly scary movie, which I 
guess is the bottom line. 
And it’s the fun scary. You 
know how there’s like, 
trauma scaiy? That’s not 
what this is. You’ll actually 


be giggling at yourself be¬ 
cause you’re jumping so 
much. That was really our 
goal. After seeing Quaran¬ 
tine, I said I wanted that 
level of fun ride to Devil.” 

Devil will be the first in a 
planned series of films 


called The Night Chroni¬ 
cles, in which other direc¬ 
tors and screenwriters will 
work with story outlines 
provided by Shyamalan. 
“I’m always choosing one 
(idea) over the other for my¬ 
self to make, but I really 


want to tell these stories, so 
I thought, ‘Let’s go out and 
get some great filmmakers 
to help,”’ he explains. 

After Shyamalan’s last 
outing, the more family-ori¬ 
ented The Last Airbender, 
he’s eager to jump back in¬ 


to the fright business. “It’s 
kind of cool to have a fami¬ 
ly movie come out and then 
Devil, which is the sort of 
movie I would love to go 
see myself. I’m a tension 
junkie, a crack addict for 
suspense,” he laughs. 


Bollywood star 
helps abuse victims 


Years after Somy Ali left 
her glamorous life as a 
Bollywood actress, she 
heard a knock on her door 
from a Bangladeshi neigh¬ 
bour, asking for help. 

The woman said she’d 
been sexually and physi¬ 
cally abused for a decade 
by her husband, his father 
and his brother. Ali paid 
for the woman’s apart¬ 
ment and divorce. 

“I said ‘There have to be 
more women like this,” 4 
Ali said. 

So she founded a not- 
for-profit organization 
called No More Tears Inc. 
in 2006. So far it has 
helped 48 women. Ali 
funds her organization in 
part by giving 10 per cent 
of the revenue from her 
clothing company, So-Me 
Designs. 

“These people have be¬ 
come part of my family,” 
she said. “There is nothing 
more gratifying than res¬ 
cuing a woman.” 

Ali’s own life reads like 
a Bollywood script. She 
grew up in an opulent 26- 
room mansion in Karachi, 
the daughter of a Pakistani 
movie producer father and 
an Iraqi mother. When Ali 
was nine, she moved to 
Florida with her mother 
and brother. 

At 15, she decided that 
she wanted to marry actor 
Salman Khan, whom she 
calls “the equivalent of

Brad Pitt in India,” and 
that she wanted to move 
to India. 


Eventually, she got her 
way. While in a Mumbai 
hotel lobby, a producer’s 
assistant spotted her and 
launched her career in 
film. Soon after, Khan saw 
her at an agency by 
chance and cast her in a 
movie. 

Her Bollywood romance 
lasted a few years, but Ali 
soon broke up with Khan 
and came to back to Flori¬ 
da at age 24. 

Now, at 34, she is trying 
to get the message out to 
victims of abuse. She puts 
her brochures in mosques, 
churches, and ethnic gro¬ 
cery stores, and even in In¬ 
dian and Pakistani 
restaurants. 

“If you want to help 
someone, it comes natu¬ 
rally,” she said.

O Lynn Ogryzlo’s heart and soul are in the region of 
Niagara, particularly in its bountiful harvest 


It is not surprising that as 
a food writer Lynn Ogryz- 
lo is intrigued with the
